1. After a few introductory pleasantries I worked into the matter 

of the early warning question Dosed bv the Chief of Station in connection

5. He thanked me for the memo on the affairs in the Caribbean 
which we .sent to him the day before.

What he had to say Was essentially what we had covered a couple 
of weeks earlier. I found actually nothing new to report. I asked 
him about Turkey and his views there were also similar to what he had 
before’. He commented that there was nothing new so far as he, knew. 

7. .With respect to DeGaulle and France. he commented that no 
matter wtiat DeGaulle was— and he added that DeGaulle was not eternal — 
in any event he was always true to his allies. He said DeGaulle was 
true no matter nwhat shenanigans he conjured up:
